_ SUDDEN OUTBURST OF FRIENDLINESS 


UT the European war has reunited the for- 
B mer friendship. Since declaring war on 
Austria, Italy has again become a great 
Power even in the English opinion. The news- 
papers and statesmen of Great Britain vie with 
ench other in celebrating the Wisdom of the Ital- 
lan Government, the valor of the army, the pa- 
triotic. spirit of the people, and they predict the 
most glorious future for Italy. 

Great popular demonstrations salute the palace 
of our Ambassador in London every now and 
then. The Chancellor ef the Exchequer went to 
Nice to meet the Italian Minister of Finance. In 
London and in Rome an Italo-English committee 
has been formed, and men of great renown have 
been enrolled as members. The reports between 
the two Governments now have all of their for- 
mer cordiality. 

England is again pleased with I . Can the 
same thing be repeated of Italy? a. in her 
turn pleased with England? 

It is needless to try to hide that in Italy, as in 
al! the countries of the “entente” and in the neu- 
tral countries, there is a certain restlessness about 
that which concerns England. In Italy uneasi- 
ness is perhaps greater than in the other coun- 
tries of Europe. This feeling is born of the slow- 
ness with which England is proceeding to organ- 
ize the new army, the famous army of Lord Kitch- 
ener, that is counted on together with the French 
army to drive the Germans out of Belgium.

Sultsted voluntarily, without being compelled as 


they are on the Continent by the military obliga- 
tions, it cannot be denied that at least a part of 
Great Britain has taken the war seriously and 
that those who constitute this part are resolved 
to do as much as they can toward helping their 
country to pay its part in the terrible sacrifice 
of blood that destiny has demanded of the people 
of the Old World. 

I do not know if the other countries of Europe 
could have found such a number of volunteers for 
a war that is not one of direct defense, the scope 
of which is to maintain the prestige of the nation 
and defend it more against a future danger than 
a present one. It is plainly seen why it was easier 
for England to find two million soldiers than to 
arm them, for to arm them today time is neces- 
sary. 

Italy especially should be able to easily under- 
stand this so-called slowness, because she has 
scmething with which to compare it. One year 
ago Italy was more prepared to make the effort 
she is now making against Austria than England 
is today, to undertake that which she wants to 
and must do. Italy has put under arms an army 
that is smaller than the one England is prepar- 
ing. 

Now, Italy took 10 months to get her army 
ready, and all authorities say that she would have 
done well to have waited two months longer to 
put in more perfect condition the preparation 
of all the details. 

If a year was needed then for Italy to get 
through with preparation of a smaller army, why 
be so surprised that England needs a year to cre- 
ate ott of nothing a more numerous army than 
ours? 


ENGLAND MUST END WITH 
FLOURISH TO HOLD PRESTIGE 
HE accusation is unjust. We cannot ask 
the impossible even of England. Every 
once in.a while some journal—in Italy or 
France—telis the public so; and the better in- 
formed and more sensible people repeat it as 
often as they can in the lively discussions that 
go on in private on this subject. But these ef- 
ferts are useless. The public is and will be dis- 
satisfied.

Villard, of the New York Evening Post, performed 
a distinguished public service. 

Mr. Villard, who was born on German soil of 
speak on this subject with 
singular propriety and force. His address be- 
fore the Laurel Hill Association should be read 
by every American citizen of foreign origin. It 


| will reveal to them the character and signifi- 


cances of this attitude towards the land in which 
they have found refuge and opportunity and the 
Government to which they have sworn allegiance. 

The vital point of his address is in the follow- 
ing sentence: 

Foreigners becoming American citizens 
should be made to undersand that there can 
be no divided citizenship or loyalty or alle- 
giance under the American flag; that no one 
can accept political obligations here while at 
heart loyal to another social system, another 
entity or another code of laws. 

Mr. Villard chose wisely in selecting Carl 
Schurz as an example and teacher. Quoting 
Mr. Schurz’s counsel to German-Americans never 


to permit their affections for the fatherland to 


interfere with their duties as American citizens, 
nor to seduce them to use their power in Ameri- 
can politics for foreign ends, he pictured Schurz 
as viewing the present situation. Mr. Villard 
said: — 
He would find to his horror that at this 
moment the presence 6n this soil of German- 
Americans does not help to preserve peace 
and friendship between their two parent na- 
tions, but adds fuel to the flames of bitter- 
ness. n 
Naturally Schurz would scan the horizon 
for some discriminatory act on the part of 
our Government or some manifestation of ra- 
cial prejudice against German-Americans. 
But he would find nothing of the sort. So far 
as the Federal Government "and the States 
are concerned he would discover nothing 
changed from the day he left us. 
The mighty convulsion we are witnessing 
he would ascertain to be due entirely to for- 


eign complication, to a determination on the 
part of our German-Americans to stand, by 
their fatherland through thick and thin, right 
or wrong, to a sudden self-revelation, that, un- 
like himself, they by the ten thousand had 
not really transferred their allegiance to the 
country of their adoption. 

What would Carl Schurz, himself a journalist 
who greatly served his adopted country with 
single-hearted devotion to its institutions and 
interests, think of the German-American press 
that has denounced the American Government 
for supporting American rights and interests 
against German aggression and advocated the 
course of Germany against that of the United 
States. 

No man can serve two masters. If bodies of 
American citizens of foreign origin act under 
foreign sympathy, influence and direction nat- 
uralized American citizenship is a mockery and 
the melting pot is a failure. We hav y within 
our body politic fatal seeds of disorder and dis- 
solution. 

These seeds must be eradicated. The time has 
come for foreign-born citizens who love their 


adopted country and believe in its institutions 


to lead a movement which will eradicate dis- 
sension and disloyalty among American citizens.

COST OF A LIFE IN WAZ. 

The Giornale d’Italia computes the expense of a 
life in recent wars. It claims, from statistics, that 
in the Ru&’so-Turkish War of 1877 every soldier 
killed cost the Russians 75,000 francs ($15,000); in 
the Russo-Japanese War 102,000 francs ($20,500); 
the Turco-Italian (Tripoli) War, 105,000 francs 
($21,000), and in the Franco-Prussian War of 1870, 
105,000 francs ($21,000). 

It took 1356 bullets to kill one French soldier, 
1053 Japanese bullets to kill one Russian soldier, 
860 Russian bullets to dispatch one Turk.

FINANCING THE CROP. 

| New York Evening Post: Cotton is holding 
|} his scepter more steadily than he was able to do 
‘at one time. He has been immensely cheered 
by the announcement of Southern banks of im- 
|portance that they will lend money on cotton at 
the rate of 6 or 7 cents a pound and an interest 
charge of only 6 per cent a year. This announce- 
ment is made possible by the Federal reserve sys- 
tem. The Federal reserve banks were the first fo 
express their intention of financing the crop, and 
the conditions they laid down were few and sim- 
ple. They will require safe storage, a satisfactory 
warehouse receipt and adequate insurance. Upon 
these conditions they will advance, through their 
member banks, 75 per cent of the market value 
of the cotton offered as collateral. Secretary Mc- 
| Adoo’s announcement that he will place $30,000,- 
000 in gold in the banks of the cotton belt without 
interest, to be used in making cotton loans, makes 
it possible for the reserve banks to lend through 
their member banks at the lowest interest rate. 
The result must be at once financial and psych- 
logical. Financially, as the Atlanta Constitution 
notes, the grower will be able to meet his obliga- 
tions, to “take care of himself,” and to hold his 
cotton until market conditions warrant his dis- 
) posing of it. The psychological gain will be in his 
perception that sound financial methods avail 
more than spectacular ones. 


) LITTLE NEED OF TREASURY AID.

This is the second great 
Austrian fortress, and it covers the rail- 
road which comes south across the 
Brenner and is the only other railway 
binding Austria to the Southern Tyrol.

Similarly, if the railroad were cut

“Eany Only on the Map.” 
But this 4 is easy only on the 


Actually there are only two pos- 
sible roads open to the Italians, one of 
which goes from Cortina to Blach over 
the Ampezzo Pass, and a second goes to 
the east, which crosses the Monte Croce 
Pass and reaches the Pusterthal at In- 
nichen. Both these roads are strongly 
‘Gefended, both are difficult and both 
‘were carefully fortified long before the 
Itallan operations began. 

By one of the vagaries of the Austrian 
map makers of 1866, Cortina, which is 
well south of the crest of the moun- 
tains and also outside the military line 
_of Austrian defense, was included in 
Austrian territory. Accordingly in the 
arly days of the war, when the Italians 
‘occupied Cortina, a suceessful invasion 
(of the Pusterthal was forecast, put the 
advanoe came to a dead halt but a few 
nilles from the village, which has been 
ed a many years the summer center 
of omats spending their winters in 
Rome. 


It remains now to describe the Isonzo

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A few miles south of Ponteba the Is- 
onzo River begins to parallel the Austro- 
Italian frontier, a few miles to the 
ast. Down this from Tolmino to Gori- 
zia runs the Trieste-Trent Railroad, 
which is also one of the two lines con- 
necting Trieste with Vienna. At Gorizia 
this railroad meets the Venice-Trieste 
Railroad and swings east. Still further 
to the south and just before the Isonzo 
enters the Adriatic, it is crossed by a 
second.railroad coming east from Ital 
and reaching Trieste along the seacoast 
by Nabresina. 

Now from Toemino to the sea the 
Austrians have fortified the eastern 
shore of the Isonzo. from Tolmino 
to Gorizia this river flows through a nar- 
row gorge. At Gorizia, however, the 
western bank, rising first to some little 
elevation on the Podgera hill sinks to 


the level of the plain. But on the east 
the Corso plain stretching north from: 


| Trieste meets the Jsonzo which flows +o 
‘the sea along its base. 

The Austrian position is in the main 
behind the Isonzo, protected at first by 
the gorge. But near Gorizia it crosses 
the river and holds the Podgera Hil, 
which is the key of Gorizia. 

South of this point it follows the Carz) 
plateau, touching the sea north of W 
bresina, which is in sight of Trieste. 

Thus the Isonzo position rests upou 
three fortified points, Malbrogetto at the 
north, Tolmino at the center and Gori- 
zia and the Carzo plateau at the south. 

Close to this line runs the Trente- 
Trieste Railway, so near as to be un- 
der fire of the Italian artillery and un- 
serviceable. Here, as about Cortina, the 
military frontier does not coincide with 
the political, and the Austrian frontier 
ineluded several towns, notably Monfal- 
cone and Gradisca, which were outside 
the first line of defenses.

Having thus hurriedly summarized 
the principal geographical circum- 
stances of the Austro-Italian frontier, it 
is now possible to indicate what Italy 
had to do when she opened her cani- 
paign. It is possible, too, to retain the 
three divisions we have made, corre- 
sponding to the barb, curve and shaft 
of the fish-hook. 


Against the Trentine projection, the 
barb, from the Stelvio Pass, of the 
Swiss frontier, to Cortina, at the Am- 
pezzo, Italy was bound to press an at- 
tack, which had for its object, first the 
seizing of all possible positions com- 
manding the entrance into the Italian 
plain. By occupying the first foothills, 
the lower ends of these passes, she 
might hope to close the door to pos- 
sible Austro-German invasion later. This 
was a purely defensive-offensive, for 
even if the whele Trentine salient were 
taken she would be no nearer any Aus- 
trian objective. N 


Secondly, Italy was bound to follow 
the first advances by a serious and sus- 
tained operation, directed at reducing 
the forts about Trent and thus abolish- 
ing the enemy citadel within her nat- 
ural frontiers. By bringing up her 
heavy artillery she could hope slowly 
btu surely to repeat the triumphs won 
so easily by the Germans at Liege and 
Antwerp, unless the Austrians were 
able, imitating the French at Verdun, 
to hold her off by trenches. 


Thirdly, Italy was bound to endeavo! 
to push north over the Ampezzo and 
Monte Croce passes into the Pusterthal 
and thence west against Franzenfeste 
in the endeavor to isolate the Trentine 
salient and @hus completely encircle it 
and insure its ultimate surrender to 
famine and exhaustion of ammunition, 
This again was a defensive move, de- 
signed to abolish an enemy threat, but 
without meaning offensively, even when 
accomplished, 

Trieste the First Objective. 

Fourthly, there was the Isonzo prob- 
lem. Unlike Napoleon, Cadorna had no 
immediate ambition to take the road 
to Vienna. Trieste was his objective, 
and therefore his main thrust was to be 
made not at Malborgatto, not even at 
Tolmino, but at Gorizia, although sub- 
sidiary operations against those points 
would contribute to the main operation 
by aiding in isolating it. But to win 
Trieste he must push across the Isonzo, 
take Gorizia, sweep the crest of the 
Carzo plateau following the Gorizia 
Trieste railway until he arrived in the 


ijrear of the latter city and cut the main 


Trieste-Vienna line, when Trieste would 
fall automatically. 

Of this fourfold task what has Italy 
accomplished? First of all, in the open- 
ing of the war there was a sudden dash 
forward. All around the Trentine barb 
from Stelvio to the Ampezzo Italian Al- 
pine troops made rapid advances. Cor- 
tina, on the Italian. side of the Ampez- 
zo, was oocupied. Midway between these 
points a force pushed up the Valsugana 
and occupied Borgo. Along this whole 
sector the work of seizing the first po- 
sition, the outside door, as it were, to 
the Italian plain was accomplished with 
alacrity. 

But the approach to the permanent 
fortifications was less successful. Pat- 
ently the Austrians had digested the 
lessons of Verdun, for not yet have the 
Italian siege guns been able to drop 
shells in Trent. Nowhere in this region 
have the Italians made an appreciable 
progress against the first line of Aus- 
trian trenches, far outside the line of 
the permanent forts. Nor have they 
been any more successful in their drive 
toward the Pusterthal. In the opening 
hours of the war they took Cortina, 
and advanced up the Ampezzo and Mon- 
te Croce pass, bw eight miles from 
Toblach and the. Trieste-Villach-Trente 
ratiroad they have been halted, have 

stationary or nearly so for three 
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have been most considerable and costly 
of the whole campaign. 
The length of the Gorizia battle fron’ 
may be estimated at about 2% miles. It 
extends, roughly speaking, from Plava, 
where the Isonzo approaches the Ital- 
flan plain, to the Carzo Plateau, just 
north of the Adriatic and a little east 
of Monfalcone. . Gorizia is about in the 
center. Except at the hill of Podgeora, 
the Australian line is on the east. side of 
the Isonzo, but this hill, commanding 
the bridge heads and the town itself 
which lies in the plain, is the key: to 
the whole position and is west of ‘the 
river. South of Gorizia the Isonzo 
makes a wide bend to the west and 
then to the east, entering the Adriatic 
near Monfalcone. But here the Aus- 
trian line crosses the Carzo Plateau, 
making the string to the bow, which 
is the curve of the river. The main 
Austrian position is near the town ot 
Doberdo, which has figured frequently 
ir the bulletins of Vienna and Rome. 
In the opening days of the war the 
Italians rushed forward from their terri. 
tory, a few miles west of the Isonzo, to 
the river towns of Gradizca and Mon- 
falcone, captured both and crossed the 
river. They also forced a crossing of 
the river to the north about Plava. But 
here and to the south they quickly en- 
countered the Austrians in prepared po- 
sitions and the familiar trench war re- 
sulted. 


Late Attacks Unsuccessful, 

Early in August both Vienna and 
Rome agreed that the Italians made a 
series of attacks, preceded by artillery 
These attacks were desperate efforts 
to force the lines still held by relatively 
small Austrian forces, before German 
or Austrian reinforcements could be 
sent from the east. Rome reports sub- 
stantial gains; Vienna, total defeat. In 
any event, Gorizia did not fall. The at- 
in consequence 
of appalling losses, the Austrians claim. 
The Italian explanations tends to con- 
firm that of their enemy. They allege 
that they havé halted to rest, consoli- 
date positions gained and bring up ar- 
tillery. 

But there is little reason to doubt the 
Austrian assertion that the ‘effort to 
force the Gorizia position has been heav- 
ily checked and Italy has gone back to 
trench work. An odd detail of this cam- 
paign is the fact that much of the Aus- 
trian position is open to naval bombard- 
ment but so effective has the threat of 
the Austrian submarine been that no 
naval hejp has been sent to this corner 
of the Adriatic. 

Summarizing briefly, it may be Sal. 
that the initial dash of the Italians in 
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Joffre’s “nibblings,” they have made lo- 


tages. They hold much Austrian terri- 
‘tory which they have fortified against 


French and British havé failed in Ar- 
tois to pierce the Austrian line. 
Italian troops seem to have been han 
died with greater skill than in the Tri- 
 politan operations. They have endure# 


rale, as they did in the Abyssinian cam- 
paign. But they have not been able to 
win any notable success. In a word, 
they have failed to drive the Austrians 
out of Trent and Trieste as the French 
and English have failed to expel the 
Germans from Laon and Lille. Nor is 't 
possible to see now any immediate 
promise of Italian advances about Gort. 
zia or in the Adige valley. Italy is be- 
sieging the outworks of Austrian mili- 
tary power south and west of the Alps. 
Her progress so far has been only pre- 
liminary and the main tasks lie ahead 
of her.

In their effecta on the question of na- 
tional preparedness, however, the mem- 
ories of that mighty conflict faded 
soon, and, a generation later, the Span- 
ish-American war found our Government 
machinery clogged again by the rust 
of a long peace.“ 

For ‘years, thé Cuban question had 
been growing more and more acute, The 
question of success in war was purely 
one of control of the sea. With that 
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prior control, there would have been no 
war. But, even in facing the puny 
rower of Spain, confusion worse con- 
founded ruled.

City Officials Foremost 
Among Movements. 


LESS WASTE IS SOUGHT 


Vigorous City Planning and Cam- 
paign to Make School Board 
Appointive Included. 


Officers of the Civic League yes- 
terday anhounced the program for 
the new season’s city welfare work 
which has been agreed upon by com- 


mittee chairmen and the Executive 
Board. The program includes not only 
the movements in which the league 
has been active during the last year 
and which have not been completed, 
but séveral important new items 
Five movements are particularly 
emphasized as the most important for 
the welfare of the city in the judg- 
ment of the league’s officers. They 
are: (1) a complete revision of the 


j system of city elections; (2) vigorous 


and comprehensive city planning; (3) 
more efficiency and less waste in city 
government; (4) better organization 
of the fieighborhood uses of public 
schools; (5) an extensive campaign of 
education, for making the School 
Board appointive. 

Revision of the method of elect- 
ing city officials is given first place 
because its effects upon the city gov- 
ernment will be far reaching. Through 
the so-called Kinney act, advocated by 
the Civic League and passed by the 
last. Legislature, St. Louis has the 
right to adopt any system of nomi- 
nating and electing its officials. 

A Short Ballot Committee of the 
league has proposed the following 
changes: (1) Nominations to be made 
up by petition instead of by party 
primaries; (2) provision to be made 
for nonpartisan ballots; (3) the eleo- 
tion of the Mayor, Comptroller and 
President of the Board of Aldermen 
to be detegmined by a majority, not 
a plurality vote, through preferential 
voting; (4) the Board of Aldermen to 
be made representative of the whole 
city through proportional representa- 
tion. 

Adopted by Other Cities, - 

These changes, league officers say, 
are a product of the practical science 
of government. The entire system, 
with the exception of proportional 
representation, is in effect in Cleve- 
land, Denver, Portland. Ore., and 
other cities. No American city has as 
yet adopted proportional. representa- 
tion but several have it under consid- 
eration. The league plans a long 
campaign of education and the plan 
will probably be submitted at the 
polls in the November 1916 election, 
so that if adopted it will be effective 
at the next municipal election. 

The league’s campaign for better 
government will be worked out along 
the following lines: (1) assisting in 
the movement for a new State Con- 
stitution; (2) working for a better 
organization of education for citizen- 
ship; (3) following closely all eity 
legislation: and (4) following the 
work of all sity departments.

ems have been agreed upon: (1) theh 


abolition of vaults; (2) the regulation 
of cheap lodging houses; (3) the 
municipal collection ‘of rubbish and 
ashes; () the suppression of un- 
pecessary noise; (5). more effective 
abatement of smoke. | 

The officers of the league also in- 
cluded the following items in the pro- 
gram: (1) The improvement of public 
markets; (2) the investigation of all 
public utilities proposals; (3) the regula- 


tion of unsafe theaters; (4) continue co- 


operation with other organizations, 

chiefly through the Central Civic Coun- 

eil and the Conference of Federations, 
Other. Projects Planned. 

Other projects in händ are indicated 
by the names of the following commit- 
tees: Tree Planting, Signs and Bin- 
boards, Public Safety and Law Enforce- 
ment, Parks and Boulevards, Munidipal 
Finance and Taxation, Streets and So- 
 elal Service. The entire program will 
be submitted to the members & the 
league by mall for suggestions or criti- 
cism and may be modified or changed as 
a result.

HAVE AN INCREASED 


CAPACITY THIS YEAR 


New Time Schedule Adds An- 
other 45-Minute Period to 
Day—Opening Tuesday. 


Through the opening of the new 
Grover Cleveland High School, Vir- 
ginia avenue and Osage street, school 
officials predict a record-breaking 
first-day enrollment when the public 
schools open Tuesday. The high 
school enrollment has increased an- 
nually for the last 10 years, last year 
having Been 600 greater on the open- 
ing day than for the first day of 1913. 
A new time schedule is expected to 
add from 20 to 25 per cent to the 
capacity for each high school. 

The time schedule as heretofore 
followed in high schools has been 
from 9 a. m. to 2:80 p. m., divided 
into seven periods of 45 minutes each. 
The proposed schedule which, will be 
introduced for the first time this 
year will lengthen the school day one 
period, or 45 minutes. 
school being dismissed at 2:30 it will 
run until 3:15, 

Capacity of Schools Increased. 

The addition of the one period is 
expected to increase the capacity of 
each school about 15 per cent in all 
subjects requiring 45 minute periods. 
All laboratory work in the science 


‘laboratories, shop-work, mechanical 


drawing and art classes, require two 
periods, or what is known as a 
“double period” for each recitation. 
With seven 45 minute periods in the 
school day, only three double periods 
could be used for such classes each 


day, leaving one period of 45 minutes 


unused. The extra period will give 
four double periods each day and re- 
sult in an estimated gain of 331-3 
per cent in the efficiency use of this 
particular part of the school plant. 

The plan provides that pupils may 
be excused from reporting at school 
before the time necessary for readi- 
ness for their first period of work, 
and may be excused in the afternoon 
after the completjon of their last 
period of work. 

Special Instruction for Deaf, 

Parents and guardians of deaf chil- 
dren who need special instruction 
have been invited by Supt. Blewett 
to visit the Gallaudet School for the 
Deaf at 3435 Henrietta street. This is 
a public school maintained by the 
Board of Education exclusively for 
the education of children who are 
totally or partly deaf. The enrollment 
ranges between 50 and 60 pupils each 


vear. All classes are small and much 
individual attention is given to the 
instruction of students. Cotamon and 
high school branches, speech, lip 
reading, manual training and domes- 
tic sclende are taught...

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OFFICERS IN DUTCH 
FORTRESS ESCAPE 


Guards at Wierickerschans.Have 
Orders to Shoot but Aim 
Is Strangely Poor. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press, 
THE HAGUE, Netherlands. Aug. 21.— 
The ancient fortress of Wierickerschans, 
where are interned the British officers 
of the Antwerp relief expedition, which 
was forced by the Germans to retreat 
into Holland a year ago, occasionally 
loses some of its khaki-clad guests, not- 
withstanding that the Dutch profess to 
guard the place thoroughly. The British 
officers, like many of those interned in

gs easy for them. The guards 
camp are under orders to shoot 
any escapting prisoner, and it is true 
that they. do shoot at them, but there 
is often .something mysteriously poor 
about their aim.

Fortress Surrounded by Moat. 
The fortress is an interesting place. 
Although visible from two railway lines, 
nobody seems to have been aware of 
its existence until the war brought it to 
notice. It is. surrounded by a cluster of 
green trees and a broad moat, which 
makes it virtually an island. Even the 
farmers who live nearby know so little 
of its origin that, with the historical 
generosity of the indifferent, they 
vaguely refer to the castle as dating 
back to the time of the Romans. As a 
matter of fact, the fort was built by 
King William of England, the Stadhold- 
er of, Holland, and cannot be older than 
the year 1672. It was in that year that

— Letter to Mother. 


This letter was sent to the Post-Dis- 
patch by M. Greenwood Jr., a former 
t. Louisan, from London, where he was 
the guest of the mother of the soldier at 
“the time she received the letter.

“boy for enlisting and the mother replied: 
“I hope and pray for his return, but 
1 would rather have him go and never 
return than to have had him stay at 
home.”

Thursday, July 15, 1915. 

Dear Mother: We have just got back 
into billets after seven days in the 
trenches. They have been seven of the 
hardest days I have ever spent. Until 
this morning J] hadn't niy clothes or 
equipment or boots off for eight and 
one-half days A0 I hadn’t had a 
wash. 

The trenches we were in are in one of

In one place we were only 40 yards from 
the Germans. We had to go up about a 
mile and a half of communicating trench 
before we arrived at the trench. We 
arrived there and found that the regi- 
ment we were relieving had ieft too 
early, so there was no one to show us 
around. It was pretty bad at first be- 


was, not even the enemy’s trenches. The 
Hun must have known that something 
Was up beCause he sent up heaps of 
flares, which didn’t improve the few 
nerves we had left. 


I forgot to say that the - 
in trench was for the most part well 
under water, so we had to walk outside 
it, and were sniped at quite a lot. Grad- 
ually morning came and we began to 
find our way around and see how the 
land lay. The sight wasn’t particularly 
pleasant. The trenches, which had been 
taken from the Germans quite recently 
were only about 4 feet 6 inches deep and 
were not bullet proof or shell proof. 

We set to work at once and dug and 
filled sandbags for the whole of that 
day. Meanwhile the snipers sniped and 
the whizzbangs whizzed from every di- 


rection, but by good luck no one was 
hit.

Another of my men collected some 
shrapnel with the calf of his leg just 
about the same time. He was quite 
pleased about it, as it spells home and 
England for him. 

The next few days were all very 
much the same. We dug all day and 
put up wire and sandbags all night. 
The Germans shelled us with whizz- 
bangs and shrapnel at various times, 
but did no damage beyond removing a 
few sandbags from our parapet. On the 
night of Ruth’s birthday I was sent 
out on patrol, & see what the Hun 
was doing and also to search a row 
of trees for snipers. I started off with 
Sergt. Hyde. * 

Annoyed by Flares. 

It was all right at first, but I sup- 
pose we were making too much noise, 
because we were fired on and several 
flares were sent over us. When these 
go up the only thing to do is to lie 
stock still, then you are quite safe. We 
went on very slowly, as it is none too 
easy to crawl quietly over rough ground 
abounding in shell holes. One of the 
flames landed on the ground about two 
yards from us. It seemed to burn for 
ages and ages. I suppose it was only 
about 30 seconds, anyhow it was about 
the worst moment of my life. We both 
crouched down as flat as possible and 
tried to look like blades of grass. A 
few bullets went well overhead. 


We listened for some time and found 
the Hun was putting up wire. On the 
way back we looked at the trees, but 
found nothing. A day or two later, in 
the morning at 4, a bombardment of our 
trenches commenced. An artillery of- 
ficer who was with us said it was the 
worst he has been in, and having been 
out here since October, he ought to 
know. It was awful. The Hun used 
every imaginable kind of weapon. Whizz- 
bangs, high explosives and ordinary 
shrapnel, rifle grenades and minen wert- 
ers. . 

The last are the worst—nothing on 
earth can stop them. They make a hole 
big enough to put a horse and cart in, 
put fortunately you can see them com- 
ing and dodge. This lasted for 45 min- 
utes, and at another started with 
high explosive shrapnel. The Hun abso- 
lutely enfiladed us and was putting them 
in about every 12 yards. It was rotten 
to sit and watch them, coming and not 
to be able to do anything. On both these 
occasions our telephone wire to the 
artillery was -broken, so we could not 
retaliate in any way. But on the fol- 
lowing day the Royal Field Artillery 
got busy and knocked the German 
trenches down in several places, which 


kept them occupied for quite a long 
time. 


2 
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LKinjoyed Even the Rain. 

The day and night that we came out 
were the worst. It rained hard all day 
and by night there was 18 inches of 
water in the trenches, so we wern't 
very sorry tö leave. But on the whole 
t had been a very good time and I had 
quite enjoyed it. 

One of the funniest things that hap- 
pened was that a wounded man in our 
company, who was shot through the 
chest, while being carried away on a 
stretcher, heard a machine gun, so he 
jumped off the stretcher and ran back 
to the trench, where he was found about 
half an hour after. 

Please thank father for the parcel, 
which was all the more welcome, as it 
arrived while we were in the trenches. 

I hope you are quite all right again 
now. Would you mind sending me the 
following things: Pair of puttees, bat- 
tery for torch, wrist watch (this one’s 
finished), pencils and paper and enve- 
lopes, magazines and the larger pair 
of rubber boots. Best love to all. Your 
loving son, JACK. 

P. S.— We are now in reserve and do 
nothing all day, but dig trenches all 
night, usually under flre. The trenches 
we held were in the orchard which was 
mentioned so much in the Canadian 
dispatches published in the papers of 
July 13th. 

The German snipers were a great 
trouble to us. Some of them got right 
behind our lines and potted at us from 
the rear. One of them was caught in a 
sort of miniature fortress which he 
had made. He had provisions for two 
months and about 3000 rounds of am- 
munition. 

The Germans are putting all sorts of 
funny things into their shells. A lot of 
glass came out of one which landed 
in our trench and a piece of a telescope 
and some rifle parts out of another. 
They are also using American shells 
dated 1915. So perhaps they are running 
short. It would be interesting to know 
how they got these American shells, but 
more likely they make them in Germany 
and mark them with American names, 
to make the allies believe that America 
is supplying Germany with shells.

The plan was next 
endorsed by the annual convention of 
the American Federation of Labor, and 
the General Assembly of the Knights 
of Labor. It spread rapidly from city 
to city and from town to town. City 
councils and State Legislatures took it 
up and made it a legal holiday, until 
finally, June 28, 1894, it became a na- 
tional holiday by act of Congress.

FAILURE OF ONE CORPS

Ellis 9 Tells How Hill No. 70 
Was Taken in Spite of Terrible Loss, 
but Could Not Be Held. 


„The first attempt to seize the hills 
around Anafarta having definitely bro- 
ken down by the morning of Aug. 10, it 


required time to sort and reorganize the 
units, collect the wounded and land 
stores, ammunition and artillery, be- 
fore any fresh attempt could be made 
against the position, and it was not 
until Aug. 21 that the army was in a 
position to make a frontal attack on 
the Turks in this quarter. 

“This 10 days’ interval was made full 
use of by the enemy, who now knowing 
definitely where our main blow would 
fall, was able to release his divisions in 
the north. gtationed around Bulair (at 
the neck c the isthmus connecting the 
peninsula with the mainland), and 
bring some of them to the threatened 
point. 

Turks Dis Themselves Up to the Neck 

“All hope of effecting a surprise had 
now vanished and it was obvious that 
the position comprised within the sec- 
tor stretching from Hill 70 to Hill 112, 
the line chosen for our asault, could 
only be taken by frontal attack and 
sheer hard fighting. Meanwhile the 
Turks, according te their invariable 
practice, dug themselves in up to their 
necks. 


“Our immediate objective on the left 
was the capture of Hill 70, which lies 
in front of the main position and had 
caused us so much trouble ever since 
landing. Our center and right were to 
advance from the ridge in front of 
Chocolate Hill, or Yilgin Burnu, as it is 
marked on- the map, and from the 
trenches in the plain south of it, and 
after capturing the Turkish trenches in 
the low ground in their immediate 
front were to converge and assault the 
main objective, Hill 112. 


“For the bombardment, which was to 
precede the attack, the battleships 
moved in closer to the shore, being 


supported by cruisers and by several 


monitors. 

“At exactly 8 p. m. Aug. 21, the first 
gun was fired, and for half an hour we 
witnessed another of those terrible 
bombardments which have become com- 
monplace on this bloody soil. Once 
again the enemy’s trenches appeared 
to be swallowed up in clouds of earth 
and smoke, but thé Turks showed no 
sign, and not a man left his position 
while this bombardment lasted. 


Bush and Scrub Set Ablaze. 

“The enemy’s guns replied furiously, 
concentrating their fire chiefly on and 
behind Chocolate Hill, which was 
wreathed in bursting shrapnel. Very 
soon the shells set fire to the bush ay,q 
scrub, which, fanned by the gene. 
burned furiously, spreading with amaz- 


ing rapidity and at timesTlotting out 


the position in vss of rolling smoke 
and flame 


42496 3:30 a regiment crept forward 


“from its trenches and .endeavored to 


form a firing line at the foot of Hill 
70. This was the signal for a terrific 
outbreak of rifle fire from the whole 
length of the Turkish line. At the 
same time another regiment advanced 
against the south side of Hill 70 and 
established themselves in the burnt 
scrub at its foot. 65 

“The guns still fhundered away at 
the trenches on top? but the Turkish in- 
fantry did not seem to care, many of 
them ‘standing boldly up from cover in 
order to get a better view of the ad- 
vancing lines of khaki figures. 

“The rifle fire was deafening, and I 
do not think I ever heard auch a din 
as that produced by the ships’ guns, the 
field pieces, the bursting shells and the 
thousands of rifles on any battlefield 
before. At ten minutes to 4 the two 
regiments made the final rush up the 
hill, one Battalion from the~west and 
the other from the south. 

“A great soljd mass of khaki, with 
bayonets glistening amid the smoke 
and dust, seemed to emerge from the 
gurnt scrub and surge toward the 
trenches on top. For a few minutes 
the artillery lengthened their fuses 
and shelled the reverse slopes, leav- 
ing the trenches line clear. ° 

“The Turks came out on top and 
fired furiously into the advancing 
line. Some of them seemed to waver 
for a moment and. abandoned the 
crest, running down behind, but the 
majority stuck to their trenches, de- 
termined to die where they stood. 
Hand-to-Hand Fighting in Trenches. 

“Our men got high up the hill, but 
on the north side a battalion was 
brought to a standstill by machine 


| guns, and a cross fire, On the south 


some of our men reached the top and 
jumped into the trenches where they 
died fighting among the Turks at 
the point of the bayonet; in fact, at 
this southern angle desperate hand- 
to-hand fighting took place, and 
never has the enemy fought with 
greater courage and determination. 
“Ror a few minutes it looked as 
lit the hill won, for our men

had only a few battalions to oppose our divisions. 


more; Hill 70 was left to the Turks 
with its wounded and dead, 

“Meanwhile, the fighting had been 
just as severe on the right, for at 8:30 
the troops of the division 
rushed from the trenches and stormed 
the first Turkish line under a fearful 
fire, over ground without a particle of 
cover. Unfortunately it was found im- 
possible to storm the second Turkish 
line in the flat, deadly loop-holed trench- 
es with overhead cover. 

“Unable to clear the Turks from the 
open, our infantry wheeled to the north, 
according to a previous plan to form 
for an assault on Hill 112. While a 
brigade advanced from the ridge in 
front of Yilghin Burnu, or rather they 
were driven off it to the south side 
by a terrible fire which had broken out, 
this having been ignited by bursting 
shells. 

“The flames swept in a solid bank, 
surmounted by rolling clouds of black 
smoke, right across the hill, and the 
heat was terrific. Many of the wound- 
ed, who had been placed or had crawled 
there for safety, had to be hastily car- 
ried out and laid out in the open. 

All this delayed and stopped the fur- 
ther development of the attack on Hill 
112. A division wheeling toward the 
same objective was caught at short 
range by the enemy’s second trench on 
their flank in the open plain. It be- 
came obvious that it would be impos- 
sible to proceed with the advance on 
Hill 112 unless this trench lire was 
taken. 

New Attack on Hill 70. 

“Throughout the afternoon the fighting 
in this quarter was intense and the rifle 
fire tremendous, but we could not gain 
another yard of ground. Meanwhile 
orders were issued for another attack on 
Lill 70 by a battafion which had hitherto 
been held in reserve and a mounted divi- 
sion in reserve behind Lala Baba. This 
splendid body of troops, in action for the 
first time and led by men bearing some 
of the best known namies in England, 
moved out from under cover and pro- 
ceeded to cross the salt lake in open 
order. . 

“Nc sooner did they appear than the 
enemy concentrated a heavy shrapnel 
fire on the advancing lines, fully exposed 
as they were in the open, but the men, 
moving as if on parade, pressed stee. ily

“A little after 6 a battalion went for- 


but dashed: in pursuit down the reverse 
side. 

“From thousands of lips went up the 
shout that Hill 7 was taken, but the 
night was now rapidly falling, figures 
became blurred, lost all shape and final- 
ly disappeared completely, and as one 
left Chocolate Hill one looked back on 
a vista of rolling clouds of smoke and 
huge fires, from the midst of which the 
roar of rifie fire never for a moment 
ceased. 

“All through the nfght the battle 
raged incessantly, and when morning 
broke Hill.70 was no longer in our pos- 
session. Apparently the Turks were 
never driven off the knoll 4n the north- 
ern crest, from which they enfiladed us 
with machine guns and artillery fire, 
whilst those of the yeomanry who 
dashed down the reverse slopes in pur- 
suit were counter-attacked and lost 
heavily, being obliged to retire. 

“In the night it was decided that it 
would be impossible to hold the hill in 
daylight, and the order was given for 
the troops to be withdrawn to their 
original positions. Nothing, however, 
will lessen the glory of that final charge 
of England’s yeomen.

“I won,“ he says, “but had not the 
heart to kill my German adversary. He 
spoke French well, having been at 
Marseilles two years, and knew the 
game of ‘manille’ well, but the cards 
favored me. My corporal and myself 
were sent. out at night to reconnofter 
and we captured this German sentinel 
quietly smoking, out of reach of his 
rifle, standing against a tree nearby. 
He surrendered, but made sarcastic re- 
marks in French about the way we 
make prisoners, so I challenged him to 
stake his life against mine at cards. 


The German is now a satisfied prisoner 
in France.”

Associated Musicians of St. Louis 
Aim to Produce High Class 
of Instructors. 


* 


An organization known as the As- 
sociated Musicians of St. Louis, one 
purpose of which is to recommend its 
members to prospective music pupils 


by. means of certificates, granted when 
they pass one or more of a series of 
three examinations, will begin its ac- 
tive work at a meeting to be held 
Tuesday night at Henneman Hall. 
The association is affiliated with the 
State Association of Music Teachers. 

The Examining Committee already 
has been appointed, and consists of 
Ottmar Moll, for the piano; Alexander 
Henneman, for the voice; Frank 
Gecks, forthe violin; Miss Ruth 
Sligh, for the organ, and Mrs. Frank 
Henniger, for theory. The examiners 
will héve full authority over the 
grading of the applicants examined, 
according to the corresponding secre- 
tary, Ernest C. Krohn, but the ques- 
tions to be asked and the tests to be 
given will be decided upon by vote 
of the membership. 


High Standards to Be Set. 


Phe first tests will be easy, said 
Krohn. The second will be more dif- 
ficult and the third still more formid- 
able, after the model of the Guild of 
American Organists, which has a 
series of three examination which its 
members may undertake. The asso- 
ciation will issue certificates that its 
members have passed the examina- 
tions, in case they are able to do so, 
and publish their names in an organ 
which, Krohn said, probably will be 
circulated among the musical profes- 
sion and those interested in music. 

We aim to set our standards so 
high,” said Krohn, “that the fact one 
is an active member will be a guar- 
antee to the public of good musiclan- 
ship. The fact that one holds a certi- 
ficate of the highest degree will be 
sufficient to recommend him as a 
teacher, The whole 
one of getting pupils.” 

Krohn said that the idea was not 
the formation of a sort of “musical 
trust,“ in which music teachers would 
feel compelled to submit to examia: 
ation at the hands of the committee 
if they wished to get pupils; but that 
it was hoped members would have an 
advantage over non-members in ob- 
taining students through the standing 
of the association and the advertising 
they would obtain as holders of its 
certificates. 

If an applicant fails to pass the ex- 
fZminations, this fact will not be pub- 
lished, but he will get a chance to “‘study 
up“ and try again. In order to make it 
easier for members to pass the first 
examination, they will not be required 
to undertake it until six months after 
they join. They will be able to use this 
period in preparation. 

The organization had its beginning in 
March, Krohn said, and now has 7 
active members, none of whom has 
taken the first examinations as yet. 
The annual dues are $2, pabable in ad- 
vance,

BERLINERS DRIVE “WAR NAILS” 
INTO STATUE OF HINDENBURG 


Gold, Silver and Iron Spikes Bought 
in Interest of Fund for Rebuild- 
ing of East Prussia. 
BERLIN, via London, Sept. 4-—As 
many thousands of Berlin’s inhabitants 
as could pack themselves into the 
square surrounding the Column of Vic- 
tory, assembled today for the dedica- 
tion of the colossal Iron Hindenburg.“ 
a %-foot wooden statue, which will be 
sheathed with gold, silver and iron 
nails purchased in the interest of a 
fund for the rebuilding of East Prus- 

sia. 

The Princess August Wilhelm, repre- 
senting the Empress, drove the first 
gold nail into the base of the statue. 
Other possessors of gold nails, bought 
for 100 marks ($25) each, then filed up 
in a seemingly endless procession. It 
was hours before the purchasers of sil- 
ver nails, which cost 5 marks each, 
could even get to the statue. It prob- 
ably will take days and even weeks 
before the fron nails already purchased 
at 1 mark each can be driven. The to- 
tal amount realized by the advance sale 
is expected to run into hundreds of 
thousands of marks. 

Berlin's “Iron Hindenburg” is a con- 
tinuation on a huge scale of the idea 
which originated in Austria and which 
has been adopted by many German 
cities. The statue, which weighs many 
tons, represents the Field Marshal lean- 
ing on his swore It stands on a dais 
at the head of and facing the Avenue of 
Victory. It was sculptured by George 
Marschall.

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VATICAN THINKS 


PRESIDENT IS MAN 
FORPEAGE LEADER 


Most Fit to Bring Powers To- 
gether for Discussion, Offi- 
cial Circles Believe. 


PONTIFF 18 HOPEFUL 


Vatican Announces That Cardi- 
nal Gibbons Had No Special 
Message From Pobe. 


ROME, via Paris, Sept. 4.—Cardinal 
Gibbons’ interview with President 
Wilson is considered by the Vatican 
as the most important event in the 
campaign for the re-establishment of 
peace, but the Holy See wishes to 


have the attitude of the Pope plainly 
set forth, to avoid misunderstanding, 
and therefore has issued a formal 
statement to the effect that the Pope 
did not send any special message by 
the Cardinal to thé President of the 
United States. 

The situation at the present mo- 
ment, it ig pointed out, does not seem 
favorable for the Pope to take the 
initiative for peace, but the pontiff 
is ready to help in all possible ways 
in any effort in that direction from 
whatever quarter it comes, The opin- 
ion is expressed in Vatican circles 
here that the United Siates is in the 
best position to undertake such a 
mission. The Vatican statement fol- 
lows: ‘ 

“Reports from America concerning 
the visit of Cardinal Gibbons to 
Washington might give the impres- 
sion that the Cardinal was the 
bearer of a special message from 
Pope Benedict to President Wilson, 
which is not the fact. It is consid- 
ered important by the Vatican au- 
thorities that the facts be stated 
with careful exactness, to avoid mis- 
understandings which might. hind& 
the supreme object of peace. 
Cardinal Gibbons did not need any 
special written message from the 
Pope, as he thoroughly knows the 
ideas and aims of the Pontiff and 
undoubtedly expounded them to 
President Wilson in the conversation, 
that was had with him.“ 

Views of the Pope. 

The ttatian press is giving great prom- 
mence to Pope Benedict’s move for 
peace, as made known by the visit of 
Cardinal Gibbons to President Wilson. 

In conversations with various cardi- 
nals. the Pope has expressed his views 
freely. He is quoted by an excellent 
authcrity as having said he considered 


President Wilson to be at the present 


time the man most fit to induce the bel- 
ligerent powers to discuss the problems 
which have brought about their diffi- 
culties. 

The Pope is said to have expressed 
the opinion that calm reflection would 
demonstrate that these problems may 
be solved more easily through friendly 
negotiations than by force of arms, 
which always causes resentment and 
reactions. 

Persons who have conversed with the 
Pope say he is giving closest attention 
to the vast problem presented by the 
European situation and has come t“. 
the conclusion that greater satisfaction 
would be attained by all concerned in 
the war by ending hostilities than by 
continuing the struggle, whichever side 
might be victorious. For example, both 
Great Britain and Germany state that 
they wish to insure the liberty of the 
seas. The Pope believes it must be 
possible to find a formula for peace 
which would satisfy all parties on. the 
basis of law and justice. 


„Other Problems Adjustable. 
Problems having to do with commer- 


cial relations and colonial possessions 
may be treated in the same spirit, in 
the opinion of the Pope, and even the 
question of boundary adjustments might 
be settled, provided the officials having 
these negotiations in charge are anima- 
ted by a spirit of justice and good will. 
It is the hope of the Pontiff that. Ro- 
man Catholics everywhere will follow 
his example, as far as is possible, and 
concentrate their efforts toward the 
bringing about of peace. |

IMARTIAL LAW IN 


HAITI. AGTIVITY OF 


Influences at Work in Opposition 
to Plans of U. S. Result 
in Proclamation. 


ADMIRAL ISSUES ORDER 


Civil Government Will Not Be 
Interfered With, but Navy 
Will Collect Customs. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Foreign in- 


fluences in Haiti, working to block plans 
of the United States to pacify the re- 
public and rehabilitate its finances un- 
der American supervision, have made it 
necessary to declare martial law in 
Port au Prince, the capital, and prec- 
tically all but two of the country’s open 
ports. 

Rear Admiral Caperton, acting within 
his general instructions, declared mar- 
tial law today and explained that his 
action was taken because of a situa- 
tion which was beyond the control of 
the local Government. 

For reasons of international policy the 
State Department will not disclose any 
of the information it has received 
bearing on the subject. 
cently been persistent reports of the 
activity of foreign agents, and 80 
marked has been the effect of their 
activities upon members of the Haitian 
Congress and Government that the State 
Department found it necessary to hurry 
its policy of educating the people of 
Haiti to an appreciation of the benefits 
of American financial control with its 
protection against insistent foreign cred- 
itors. 5 

France F Large Creditor. 

France is among the largest of Hal- 
ti’s creditors, her citizens being said to 
have about $20,000,000 in Haitian nation- 
al bonds, besides large mercantile and 
banking interests in the republic. France 
has not only refrained from opposing 
the development,of the American policy, 
but Ambassador Jusserand yesterday 
assured the State Department of French 
approval of any plans which woyld re- 
sult in the establishment of a stable 
and responsible Government in Haiti, 
willing to discharge all proper obliga- 
tions toward foreign nations. 

The State Department did not attempt 
the execution of its Haitian policy un- 
til it had received assurances that Pres- 
ident D’Artiguenave would be able to 
carry it through successfully and com- 
mand the support of the majority of the 
Haitian Congress. It was regarded as 
desirable that the principle of majority 
control and of the retention of power 
in the people themselves should be pre- 
served. 


However, after the movement was un- 
der way and the proposed treaty by 
which the United States was to act 
as a protector for Haiti against foreign 
creditors and set the republic in order, 
was ready for submission to the Haitian 
Congress, signs of opposition developed 
in unexpected quarters. These are said 
to have been traced to foreign influ- 
ences wnich were rapidly extended. 

Admiral Caperton had been fully ad- 
vised of the State Department's plans, 
had received authority for their exe- 
cution and it was unecessary to issue 
any orders to him on the declaration 
of martial law. It is assumed that he 
felt the best way to check the anti- 
American agitation and insure accep- 
tance of the treaty would be to take 
measures to prevent disorders and men- 
acing expressions against those favorinz 
the American policies. 

Navy to Collect Customs. 

It is said by officials that under mar- 
tial law the navy’s functions will be lim- 
ited to maintenance of order and co! 
lections of customs, for the present at 
least. There will bé no displacement of 
er interference with the civil Govern- 
nent unless Haitien politicians make a: 
issue. On the other hand. it is expecte4 
there will be no further delay in con- 
sideration by the Haitien Congress of 
the treaty which still is in the hands of 
the Haitien Minister of Foreign Af 
fairs. : 

As soon as favorable action has been 
Axen on the treaty a modus vivendi 
v‘ll be arranged whereby the United 
States will be empowered immediately 
to organize a native constabulary under 
American officials and to regulate the 
republic’s finances. Officials belleve 
that if this can soon be done, that by 
the time Congress meets in Washing- 
ton, the advantages of the arrangement 
will be so manifest in Haiti and in the 
United States that the treaty will be as- 
sured of favorable action in the Senate. 

For the administration of the six cus- 
toms houses already under American 
control, the Navy Department has sent 
1) officers of the pay corps to look after 
financial affairs under Admiral Caper- 
ton’s direction.

Band Which Engages Americans 


on 2-Mile Front Withdraws 
After All-Day Encounter. 


INVASION IS FEARED 


Cavalrymen Hold All Border 
Crossings 60 Miles West of 
Brownsville. 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Sept. 4—With 
at least 10 known Mexican dead and 
probably as many more bodies lying In 
the dense brush, the fight between 
United States cavalrymen, aided by a 
force of Texas rangers and armed citt- 
zens, ended at 4 o’clock this afternoon 
One American trooper was wounded. 

The Mexicans withdrew from the south 


bank of the Rio Grande and hid in the 
brush, apparently awaiting another op 
portunity to attack the Americans. The 
fight was waged practically the entire 
day, the two forces firing at each other 
across the Rio Grande at a point four 
miles west of Old Hidalgo, Tex., about 
60 miles northwest of here. The par 
ticipants were stretched out in the 
brush on a battle line two miles long. 

The injured American was John Sal- 
vini, private in Troop D, Third Cavalry, 
who sustained a serious wound in the 
left hip. He was taken to Mission, Tex. 

Dead Left on Field. 

Capt. J. C. McCoy, who commanded 
the American forces, returned to Mis- 
sion tonight. He reported 10 dead Mexi- 
cans could be seen from the Texas side 
and that probably as many more Mexi- 
cans had been killed in the brush by 
shots fired from the Texas side. 

Earlier unofficial reports today placed 

the Mexican dead at 25 to 30. The num- 
ber of Mexicans engaged was placed 
at 4. ; 
* When the fight ended, the Americans 
were in possession of three crossings 
between Mexico and Texas in the vicin- 
ity of the fight. The Mexicans made 
no attempt to cross the river, but apened 
fire early today at an American ranck.- 
man on the Texas side of the border 
and later at a detachment of cavalry 
which arrived on the scene. 

All United States soldiers were or- 
dered to quarters at Fort Brown to- 
night. A big raid at some point. on 
the lower border is feared. 

No official reason was given for the 
order, but it was reported that the mili- 
tary authorities were taking all pre- 
cautions to guard against an effort on 
the part of the Mexicans to organize 
on this side or to prepare for a big raid 
from the Mexican side. 

Army and State officers regarded the 
attack today more seriously than for- 
mer incidents of the kind, in view of the 
military character of the attacking 
party. It was not known positively that 
the Mexicans who engaged the Ameri- 
cans in the fighting were Carranza sol- 
diers, but reports indicated that the 
original 40 who fired at the ran@hman 
and the rangers had been strongly rein- 
forced by the Mexican soldiers, evident- 
ly from the Carranza garrisons in the 
little towns along the river.

Blames Enemies of Carranza. 

Carranza Consul Garza of Brownsville 
today gave assurances that firing on an 
American army aeroplane yesterday 
from the Mexican side of the river was 
not the work of any member of tha 
Carranza garrison of Matamoros. He 
said it was the work of enemies of Gen. 
Sarranza, who sought to bring about 
trouble between the United States and 
Carranza. Garza said he had requested 
Gen. Carranza to place a strong patrol 
con the Mexican side to stop border 
raids. 

A detachment of the Twelfth United 
Etates Cavalry last night had a short 
fight with four Mexican bandits, one of 
whom was killed and the other three of 
whom were captured, about 12 miles 
north of here. None of the cavalrymen 
was injured. The prisoners were taken 
to San Benito. 

Soldiers and armed citizens today con- 
tinved the search for Mexican. bandits 
operating north of Brownsville. No ad 
€itional clashes have been reported. The 
posses have found two bombs left by 
the Mexicans. They were filled with 
Lolts and other scrap tron. 

Fired on Cevirymen. 

The Mexicans “ater fired at a de- 
tachment of cavalry ordered to the 
scene yesterday, when they chased 
back to the Mexican side a band of 
invaders. who had crossed the river 
Thursday night and looted a number 
of American stores. The Merians 
were said to have begun today’s en- 
counter by unprovoked firing across 
the river. Forty Mexicans were 
counted in the fight. 

Before the firing began they were 
constantly maneuvering through the 
brush, continuing until they had 
spread up and down the river bank 
for two miles. When the Mexicans

General Alarm for Blaze in 7- 
Story Building at 215 
Pine Street. 


A spectacular fire in the seven-story 
brick building of the Jones Printing 
Co., 215 Pine street, burned for more 
than three hours last night and at- 
tracted a crowd which filled Pine 
street from Third street to Broadway, 
two blocks, 


Three alarms were sounded, 18 


Fire Department officials feared the 
flames might spread to the Stark Dis- 
tillery Co., on the west, and the Hand- 
lan-Buck Manufacturing Co., across 
the alley to the north. 

The fire was discovered at 7:20 
o' clock. It had started on the second 
floor, toward the rear, and before fire- 
men arrived it had swept up the ele- 
vator shoft in the rear and pas pouring 
forth from the rear windows of all the 
upper floors. The flames were fed by 
the stock of print paper and bindings 

The dash of fire appgratus through 
downtown streets drew such a crowd to 
the vicinity that a fire line was. estab- 
lished at Third and Pine streets. As 
Fine street afforded almost the only 
view, that street was jammed for hours 
with spectators. Among the spectators 
were persons on their way to steam- 
boats on the Levee. 


More than 15 streams were played 
upon the fire, all attached to fire en- 
gines scattered at corners for blocks 
around. 


Roy M. B. Tidd, president of the Jones 
Printing Co., after visiting the scene, 
said the loss to stock and machinery 
would be about $60,000, about three- 
fourths insured. The building belongs 
to the Rufus J. Lackland estate and no 
estimate of the damage to it could be 
obtained. 

Tidd thought defective wiring started 
‘the fire. For several days, he sald, the 
company had been troubled with its mo- 
tors. He had men examining the wiring 
to see if that was the trouble. This 
work had not been ‘finished, he said. 
Tidd locked the building when he lett 
at 5:15 p. m. He said he had made an 
inspection then and found everything all 
right. 

Tidd said the company’s heaviest loss 
was from water, The damage to the 


building was confined mostly to the rear

FORD SETS ASIDE 


$1,000,000 FOR 
PEACE CAMPAIGN 


et ae 
Would Educate People Against 
Preparedness Which He Says 
Is Cause of Wars. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 4—Henry Ford 


today announced some of-the things he 
will do to start his campaign against 
militaristic activities in the United 
States, and for universal peace. 


He has discouraged by peace teaching 
the participation of the thousands of 
men in his employ throughout the coun- 
try in activities looking to the increase 
of the army and navy of national 
guards. Fewer than 10 men Out of the 
20,000 in the Detroit Ford plant attended 
the recent encampment of the Michi- 
gan National Guard, Ford said. When 
it was suggested that he dismiss the 
men as examples, he said: “The men 
are free. If we are to change a man’s 
ideas it must be by education. There 
must be no intimidation. The other 
thousands of men in the plant can do 
their part in the education, and I shall 
let them.“

Wendling and Wise questioned Gannon 
for more than three hours. He Said 
Gannon had taken about $1000, so that 
his bond will easily cover the bank’s 
loss. 

He said that Huntze, who is a travel- 
ing salesman for the Sligo Iron Co., was 
a frequent depositor in the bank, and

Stepped by British Auxiliary. 

On a slanting courage, east by south, we 
were, on June 28, making for the Fast- 
net Rock on the Southern Irish coast.

A boat comes alongside, two armed 
officers. climb on board and ask for the 
ship’s papers, presenting the compli- 
ments of the commander of H. M. 8.

For heavy work, sinking battleships 
or big liners, we had big torpedoes, 
but for lesser fry little less ex- 
pensive and with a smaller war head. 
But we had none to waste, the sup- 
ply was only eight torpedwes in all, 
two for each tube. 

But most of the work was on the 
surface with the gun. And for neutral 
vessels we sank only those bound 
for the allies with contraband. But 
we held everything up for examina- 
tion and let one Greek, a Hollander 
and a Spaniard steam on, having no 
contraband.

“Glad He Missed.” 

But the torpedb missed—our last. The 
cenvoys did not spot us and we dropped 
below undetected. No one on board that 
steamer knew of their narrow escape. I 
heard the captain say that he was glad 
that he missed the ship for the sake of 
the passengers, hated to think of the 
dead and poor devils swimming about in 
the water. 

Sighted two steamers, gave them each 
warning to heave to—knew they were 
British, because they tried to get away. 
In fact, no English ship stopped volun- 
tarily upon warning or ever hoisted her 
ensign, and to hide her identity the Cau- 
casian, which we sunk July 1, had her 
name scratched off. Both beat off in 
different directions. We stood on a 
course for the nearest fellow and sent 
him a dose, enough to lessen headway. 
Meanwhile we chased the second, firing 
while under way. He stopped and the 
crew took to the boats. The gun fin- 
ished, bow first. We went back after 
No. 1, now waterlogged, and put a few 
more holes, so that he would sink faster. 
The people were already off. This was 
our busy day—bagged five—were trying 
for the record, like every U bos. 

No two ships sink in the same way. 
And when you get used to it, it is an 
interesting sight and gets less gruesome. 
Some sink in five minutes, others take 
hours—the. air inside the hull keeps 
them floating. Then we pass close 
aboard and fire a round or two into 
the hatches or the decks. With a roar 
the debris flies sky-high and the ship is 
no more.

The petitioner avers, from the sur- 
rounding circumstances, that certain 
poison which she took in October, 
1913, from the bottle marked ‘veronal’, 
was placed there by the respondent 
for her to take.”

NEW. TAX PAYMENT PLAN MAY. 
* HOLD UP SCHOOL PAY ROLLS 


$600,000 Due in November and Decem- 
ber, Won't Be Paid Till Last 
of Year. 

A change in the method of tax collec- 
tions, brought about by the new char- 
ter, threatens to prevent the prompt 
payment of the November and Decem- 
ber payrolls of the Board of Educa- 
tion, amounting to more than $600,000. 
The payrolls may have to be met with 
anticipation warrants or with borrowed 
monéy. 

Inquiries made last week by Schoo! 
Board officials of Collector Koeln dis- 
closed that virtually no general taxes 
will be paid before the last week of 
December, because the new charter does 
not allow the payment of 8 per cent re. 
bates to those who settle their tax 
accounts with the city on Sept. 1, as was 
done under the old charter. 

Helped by Banks Last Year. 

The School Board managed to pay its 
teachers and other employes last De- 
cember through the successful efforts 
of Comptroller Player to induce local 
banks to pay $1,000,000 of taxes due on 
Dec. 1.. The school board received about 
$250,000 of this sum and was able to 
meet its payrolls. The other $750,000, 
distributed between the city and State, 
was placed on deposit with the banks 
and drew 8 per cent interest for the 
month of December, which made the 
banks pay about $2000 interest on their 
own funds in order to accommodate the 
school employes. 

Collector Koeln said yesterday that 
some of the bankers already have noti- 
fied him that they will not agree to 
pay their taxes before the end of De- 
cember this year, and he has trans- 
mitted this warning to school board of- 
ficlals.

Attorney-General Recently Said 
He Had Compelled Packing 
Firm to Be Good.“ 


Sy a Staff Corresponéent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
CARTHAGE, Mo., Sept. £—Charges 
that Swift & Co., who escaped from an 
anti-trust prosecution instituted by At- 
torney-General John T. Barker a year 
ago on the payment of a small fine, 
is continuing to violate the laws of 
Missouri, have been made to the At- 
torney-General by Rudolph Miiller. 
proprietor of a creamery in Macon. The 
charges, which were made three months 
ago, have been forwarded by the At- 
torney-General to the State Dairy Com- 
missioner, F. G. Bennett of Carthage, 

for investigation. 

The Swift Co. was prosecuted on a 
charge that it had discriminated in the 
buying of cream, poultry and eggs in 
many parts of Missouri, and that it 
had attempted to drive independent 
dealers out of business. 

At the conclusion of the iaking of 
evidence, Lee B. Ewing, Assistant At- 
torney-General, filed in the case a stipu- 
lation that the packing’ company should 
pay a fine of 55000 and the costs, and 
in the future obey the laws of Missouri. 

The Supreme Court handed down an 
opinion assessing the fine and ousting 
the company from the State, but sfay- 
ing the ouster on condition that in the 
future the company obey the laws of the 
State. 

Much of the evidence on which the 
State proceeded in that action wag gath- 
ered by Miller. 

Persecution Is Charged. 

Miller now declares that he has 
been the object of persecution since 
the settlement of the casé and says 
attempts have been made to drive 
him from business by paying higher 
prices in the territory in which he 
buys cream than any dealer can af- 
ford to pay and make a profit on the 
butter. 

Miller, as early as June 56, wrote 
to the Attorney-General’s office sub- 
mitting statements in detail of prices 
paid by certain competitors, which 
he alleged were either owned or con- 
trolled by Swift & Co, Since the mat- 


ter has been placed in the hands of] 


Commissioner Bennett Miller has sent 
frequent communications to Bennett 
telling of alleged violations of the 
law by concerns which he contends 
are owned by Swift & Co. 
High Prices for Cream. 
In a letter June 2 to Assistant-At- 


torney Liwing, Miller said that Swift 


& Co. had transferred its manager 
from its Springfield, Mo., plant to a 
concern in Macon. He charges this 
company was paying 26 cents per 
pound for butter fat for, cream in 
Macon, and only 23 cents in Clarence, 
a few miles away, where there is no 
creamery. 

A Moberly company which deals in 
cream, and which Miller contends is a 
Swift company, paid 25 and 28 cents in 
Atlanta, 2 and 26 cents in Huntsville, 
and 23, % and W cents in Jacksonville, 
the prices varying according to the com- 
petition. 

One of the regulations prescribed by 
the Attorney-General, under which Swift 
& Co. was permitted to continue to 40 
business In the State, was that it should 
pay the same price in every place n 
the State, transportation and = quality 
considered. Miller charges that com- 
panies, which he branded as Swift com- 
panies, in some instances were paying a 
higher price for cream than the Elgin 
market quotation for butter, which 
would be a loss for the company. 

It was pointed out to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter by an interested person that 
the Attorney-General could have re- 
opened the prosecution of Swift & €o. 
and could have summoned witnesses 
and compelled the production of books 
and papers which would have showin 
conclusively whether there had been 
continuing violations of the law. In 
stead, he sent the papers to the Dairy 
Commissioner, an official who is with- 
cut power to go into the books of the 
companies. 


Complaints Investigated. 


Commissioner Bennett said today that 
he had sent R. E. L. Marrs, Assistant 
Dairy Commissioner, to Macon and Mo- 
berly to investigate Miller’s complaints. 
He said he had received a letter from 
Miller praising the work done by As- 
sistant Commissioner Marrs, Miller, in 
a statement yesterday said he was sat- 
isfied the Dairy Commissionetr’s office 
had done all it could, but that it lacked 
the authority to get evidence which * 
court has. 

Commissioner Bennett said he thought 
sworn testimony before a Commissioner 
would be a much more successful way 
in which to learn whether there had 
been violations of the law. He said As 
sistant Commissioner Marrs had gone 
as far as he could with the investiga- 
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obey the law, and that he considered it 
one of the great@t victories ever won 
by an Attorney-General of Missouri. 


He issued that statement in explaining 


his dismissal of the anti-trust prosecu- 
tion against, the American Bread Co., 
which one of his assistants discovered, 
after heavy costs had been incurred, 
could not be prosequted because the 
statute of limitations had run. The «.- 
torney-General also said the bread 
company had agreed to obey the law, 
and that he considered the agreement 
reached with it to be a great victory 
for the Attorney-General. 

The statement about Swift & Co. was 
issued three months after he had re- 
ceived the complaints from Miller that 
the law was being viclated.

A large and distinct organization has 
been arranged to complete this task. 
When the profit sharing plan for Ford 
owners Was announced Aug. 1, 1914 
a department to handle the details was 
installed in the Ford Administration 
Building. For several weeks now a-large 
corps of stenographers has been filling 
in the 300,000 names in the checks. These 
names are taken from the original bills 
of sale. Open-face envelopes are used, 
the name of the payee serving also as 
the mailing address. The amount of the 
check—$60—is printed on its face. 

The werk of signing more than 300,000 
checks itself offered a problem. Each 
check carries the signature of one of 
three assistant cashiers and the most in- 
veterate scribbler might easily develop 
writer’s cramp and grow ex¢éee®pgly 
tired of his own name without some de- 
vice to lighten his labor. There are 
five checks to a sheet and by a single 
operation of the pen these five checks 


rare signed simultaneously. 


As far as possible the checks are be- 
ing mailed to the owners.in the same 
ohronological order as the cars were 
purchased. Bill of sale number one, by 
the way, was signed by Gefievieve Morri- 
son, 914 North Florence street, El Paso, 
Tex. It covers a Ford touring car, 
motor No. 544,547, bought Aug. 1, 1914. 

The profit-sharing owners in this huge 
list range from large corporations, who 
have bought many Fords for the equip- 
ment of their salesmen or for delivery 
purposes, to thrifty Americans who have 
invested their savings in their Fords as 
a pleasure-giving, health- bringing gift 
to themselves and their families. And 
It is a complete democracy. Everybody 
gets the same sized check — 50 on each 
car purchased.

with the composite literary judgments of half a dozen of the most famous 
writers f today. While none of the six gives the list as it stands, it is 
the resujt of their joint balloting. 

The six authors are William.J. Locke, Meredith Nicholson, Eden Phill- 
potts, Harry Leon Wilsou, W. L. George and Owen Johnson. Each of these 
was asked by the New York Times to send in a list of his six favored 
‘mvels. Only four of them, Locke, Nicholson, George and Johnson, did so, 


the others saying they “vere unable to decide upon a list, but discussing. 


various books in a critical way. * 
Johnson, George, Nicholson and Locke all agreed that Fielding’s great 


work should head the list of any six “best novels.” Locke and Johnson 


both selected “The Closter and the Hearth, and Phillpotts mentioned It. 
. favorably. 7 

“Vanity Fair“ war 
“Tristram Shandy” was favored by Locke and George; “Huckleberry Finn“ 
dy Nicholscn and Wilson and was considered by Johnson. “Lorna Doone” 
was the choice of Johnson and was considered by Phillpotts. 

Taken separately the four cumplete lists were as follows: 

By Locke: Tom Jones, Tristram Shandy, David Copperfield, Henry 
Esmond, The Cloister and the Hearth, Tie Egotist. 

By George: Tom Jones, Tristram Shandy, The Way of All Flesh, 
Vanity Fair, The Mill on the Floss (given as a “bad fifth”) and no sixth. 

By Johnson: Tom Jones, Tess of the D’Urbervilies, Robinson Crusoe, 
The Cloister and the Hearth, Lorna Doone and Vanity Fair. 

In addition, Nicholson gave an “All-American” list of six, which in- 
cluded The Scarlet Letter, Huckleberry Finn, The Grandissimes, The Dam- 
nation of Theron Ware. Tae Portrait of a Lady, The Rise of Silas Lapham. 
Curiously enough, the wnly novel by an American included in any of the 
lists were Mark Twain's Huckleberry Finn and W. D. Howell’s The Rise of 
Silas Lapham. Huckleberry Finn, however, must be considered a first 
choice for a place with the ‘lest six“ because of its discussion in some 
of the critical remarks of the jury. 

The only book of them all to receive a like a unanimous vote 
was Tom Jones. Why that should be so, perhaps no one who has ever 
come under its charm will need to ask. Johnson says of it: 

“My first selection is Tom Jones, by Henry Fieldipg, a work that for 


generations has stood alone in English fiction in dispassionate verity,

HE American navy at the Au- 


gust maneuvers. off Newport, 

R. I., conducted Some remark- 

markable experiments in an 

effort to find a practicable 

way to shield ships at sea 

from attacks by submarines 

by drawing around them a gigantic curtain 
of smoke. The results were so remarkable 


that some experts have already declared the scheme a 


success. 
One thing the European war has hammered into the 


brains of all observers is that the submarine has 


changed the conditions of naval warfare as nothing has 
changed it since the invention of the steam engine. 
The difficulties of transporting troops have been in- 
creased a thousand times. The ocean’s highways have 
been blocked as never before. 

In the event of war with a strong power, the United 
States would be in a peculiarly difficult situation. If 
it became necessary, for instance, to land troops to 
protect Hawaii or the Philippines or on Cuba or any 
of the West Indies to prevent them falling into the 
hands of a hostile nation, we might find it an extremely 


perilous undertaking. We would not have the great 


armadas of Great Britain and her allies to convoy the 
troopships. The destruction of three or four of our 
largest battleships would leave us face to face with al- 
most irreparable disaster. 

Great Britain has transported hundreds of thousands 
of men from America, Australia and Asia to Europe, 
and has kept a continual stream of soldiers flowing 
across the Channel to France, almost without mishap. 
She has been able to do this because of her overwhelm- 
ing naval superiority, which was great enough to per- 
mit her to defend her own coast and yet spare enough 
vessels to form a ring of steel around every transport 
that entered the danger zone. 

The United States could not do that at present. We 
have not enough warships to protect our coast line from 
a powerful foe, to say nothing of convoying troopships. 
Yet troops must be transported and if we.are not able 


to throw a ring of steel around them, we shall . to 


accomplish the thing in some other way. 
Instead of surrounding our ships with a circle of 
steel, it is entirely likely that we shall strround them 


- 


Navy in successful experiments at August maneuvers:

with a cirele of smoke and that the smoke ring will 
protect them better than the tightest steel ring could. 
The August maneuvers already have demonstrated that 
a smoke curtain can be stretched that is so dense and 
impenetrable that not a vessel hidden behind it could 
be detected from the other side. 

The experiments were made with torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers. It was found possible to burn a very heavy 
fuel oil in them and force out a dense black smoke that 
rolled over the sides of the beats in great masses and 
collected on the surface of the water. In maneuvers 
off Newport, R. I., it was found easily possible to lay 
such a screen one hundred miles long, half a mile thick 
and high enough to hide the top of the tallest battle- 
ship. 

In actual warfare, the plan is expected to work out 
something in this fashion: The fleet to be protected 
would be massed in the most compact safe sailing forma- 
tion. The speed of this fleet would be the speed of its 
plowest vessel—say some 12 or 15 knots an hour. 

Fringing the fileet would be a flotilla of torpedo-boat 
destroyers, capable of a speed of 25 knots or better. 
These, belching out enormous quantities of fuel oil 
smoke, would proceed in spirals in such a way that 
there would always be some advancing in the general 
direction of the fleet and others returning. 

From without, the submarine would see nothing but 
a gigantic mass of moving smoke. Firing torpedoes 
at the mass would be like shooting a revolver into a 
haystack and hoping to hit a clothespin. If the sub- 
marine dived under the wall, it would have to show its 
periscope so close to the battleships that it would im- 
mediately be detected and become a target for rapid- 
fire guns—guns directed by the most superb marksmen 
in the world. 

If only one ball hit the periscope, it would be good 
night, Mr. Submarine! -It would have to dive and trust 


to luck to come up in a safe place. It would 
be a blind, helpless thing under the water. 
And if it came up within range of a one- 
pound gun, it would go down again, never 
to return. 

Diving under the wall is not within itself 
such an easy thing as it sounds. This wall 
may be anywhere from 50 to 500 yards thick. 
The submarine might have to shove its peri- 
scope out of water several times before it got in the 
clear and at any time might shove it too close to one 


stick its periscope out of the water at a distance con- 
venient for swatting. 

The Benham is one of the most powerful of Ameri- 
can destroyers, as well as one of the speediest, and for 
these reasons was used in the tests. Its keel was laid 
in December, 1911. It displaces 1036 tons and its hull 
and machinery alone. cost nearly $1,000,000. It is 
equipped with four 18-inch torpedo tubes and four 
4-inch rapid-fire guns. 

It has oil-burning engines exclusively. Tests have 
shown that oil engines are in, every way best for de- 
stroyers, the speediest of all naval boats. One great 
advantage is the rapidity with which speed can be in- 
creased. In coal vessels, when it becomes necessary to 
increase the speed unexpectedly, time is required for ad 
ditional fires to be built up and to get going properly. 
With the oil engines it is only necessary to turn a tew 
cocks in the engine room and all is ready. 

Renewing fuel is also a simple and clean operation. 
The destroyer simply lies ‘alongside the supply ship. 
a hose is adjusted and the crew can then go to dinner 
or take a nap, leaving only one man to see that the 
tanks are not overfilled. 

It is possible to keep the destroyer lying quietly in 
ambush by reducing the fires so that little smoke can 
be detected and then, when it is time to strike, to start 
it almost in a twinkling upon a headlong charge or into 
a secure retreat. 

When two hostile fleets approach each other each 
will be guarded by its destroyer patrols. When a 
clash is inevitable, the fleet whose destroyers can move 
with the greatest rapidity will have a great advantage.

Famous Goldfields Becoming Exhausted. 


HE annual report of the Smithsonian Institute, 
just published, shows a startling diminution 
in the production of the Klondike and Yukon 
goldfields. In 1900 the production of gold 

amounted to $22,275,000. This was the most success- 
ful year and was followed by a sharp decline. After 
hydraulicking and dredging were commenced, however, 
the output again increased, and during 1913 gold 
amounting to $5,018,411 was recovered. Of the 3180, 
000,000 of ore estimated as originally available, only 
about $20,000,000 still remains to be mined. And in 
this connection it is also interesting to observe that 
Dawson City, which in 1899 reached a population of 
25,000 pérsons, now has less 
than 2000 inhabitants. 5
